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The United States and the United Arab Emirates have a strong bilateral relationship, based on a 
joint commitment to the security and stability of the Gulf region. Our two governments share a 
similar strategic outlook on key regional and international issues, including supporting Middle East 
peace, concerns about Iranian behavior, support for Iraq, and engagement in Afghanistan and 
Pakistan. The UAE is an active partner in a broad range of mutual goals, including regional stability, 
security, energy cooperation, and commerce. 

Our strong bilateral relations have produced close military and security cooperation for two decades. 
Coalition operations in Iraq, Afghanistan, and the Horn of Africa rely on that cooperation. The 
UAE currently has soldiers from its military deployed in Afghanistan, the only Arab personnel 
undertaking full-scale operations. Our regional military logistics profile benefits from this strong 
security partnership. 

A major international logistics and trading hub, the UAE is also an active partner in a range of 
nonproliferation initiatives, including the Proliferation Security Initiative, the Global Initiative to 
Combat Nuclear Terrorism, and the U.S. Department of Energy's Megaports Initiative. The United 
States also welcomes the UAE's $10 million contribution toward establishing an International 
Atomic Energy Agency international fuel bank, and urges other states to show similar support. In 
May 2009, the United States and the UAE signed an Agreement for Cooperation between the 
Government of the United States of America and the Government of the United Arab Emirates 
Concerning Peaceful Uses of Nuclear Energy, an important step in building a long and fruitful 
partnership to enhance nonproliferation and energy security in the region. Our foreign assistance to 
the UAE is one component of this partnership.

Peace and Security 

Because of its location near countries of concern and its role as a transshipment hub and a regional 
financial center, the UAE is key to efforts to prevent international proliferation and terrorism 
financing, as well as the unwitting transshipment of sensitive goods. Complementing ongoing 
bilateral nonproliferation dialogue and cooperation, U.S. Government foreign assistance in Fiscal 
Year 2009 was used to: 

• Develop a bilateral training program for judges and prosecutors on United States, UAE, and 
international export control regulations and practices
